More tragedy for Buffalo family 


Marksburys 
lose bam in 
Sunday fire

Local firefighters 
struggled to contain a 
barn fire on S. L&N 
Turnpike Sunday after¬ 
noon but the structure, 
along with several farm¬ 
ing implements, was a 
total loss. 

Chris Shaw had fin¬ 
ished mowing some 
fields on the Buffalo 
farm of Josh and Jamie 
Marksbury, his brother- 
in-law and sister, about 
5:30 p.m. He parked the 
tractor and bush hog in 
the barn and returned 
to the house. 

His brother Jimmy 
Shaw said they heard a 
“pop” or compression 


sound and went outside 
to check on it. The trac¬ 
tor had ignited for an 
unknown reason and 


caught the 160x60-feet 
shed on fire. 

“We couldn’t get it 
stopped,” Jimmy Shaw 


said. 

The flames spread

quickly to about 40 rolls 
of last year’s hay stored 
in the shed.

Teen injured when turkey takes out truck 
on way to tennis match, but plays on

On the next-to-last 
day of spring turkey 
season Saturday, Keiren 
Bowen bagged a large 
bird without ever hav¬ 
ing to fire a shot and 
without even hunting 
for the gobbler. 

In fact, the turkey 
found him, for while the 
LaRue County High 
School junior was driv¬ 
ing near Country Lane 
on Highway 31-E from 
his home in Magnolia to 
a regional tennis match 
in Elizabethtown, a 
large turkey crashed 
through the front wind¬ 
shield of his GMC truck, 
grazing the left side of 
his head before slam¬ 
ming into the back inte¬ 
rior of his extended cab. 

“It cut a place above 
my left eye as it flew in, 
but it happened so fast, 

I really didn’t know 
what had hit my wind¬ 
shield,” Bowen said. 

He remembered being 
behind another car as 
he was heading north 
near South Fork Church 
about 9:30 a.m., but he 


never saw the bird 
before it hit. 

Part of his windshield 
directly in front of the 
steering wheel exploded 
into thousands of small 
fragments upon impact, 
spraying Bowen’s eyes, 
hair and clothes with 
tiny, sharp projectiles. 

Temporarily blinded 
and bleeding, he pulled 
off the road and then 
called home for help. 

“When I heard the 
tone of Keiren’s voice 


and his saying, ‘Mom, 
help me!’ I thought the 
worst must have hap¬ 
pened,” said Bethany 
Bowen, Keiren’s mother. 

She raced to where 
her son had managed to 
pull his truck off the 
road. 

“He was bleeding 
some, but he couldn’t 
open his eyes and said it 
felt like glass was in 
them,” she said. 

After flushing his 
eyes with water and 


cleaning the glass from 
his hair and clothes, 
young Bowen was able 
to see, but both eyes 
were light sensitive and 
he felt as if bits of glass 
were still in them. 

“We took him to the 
doctor who said the 
glass had scratched both 
eyes,” said Bethany 
Bowen. “The doctor did¬ 
n’t see any glass 
remaining, but said 
there could be a very 
small piece still in his 
eye.” 

Not wanting to let his 
teammates down, 

Bowen was determined 
to play his singles 
match which his coach 
told him could be 
delayed only until mid¬ 
morning after which he 
would forfeit. 

Wearing sunglasses 
to shield his eyes from 
the light, Bowen lost the 
match, but had the sat¬ 
isfaction of finishing his 
season by giving his 
best effort and having 
quite a story to tell 
about his strange 
encounter with a wild 
turkey.

“The rules have 
stayed the same,” he 
said. “Each group gets 
30 minutes, followed by 
singles getting three 
songs each, and they 
rotate during the night.” 

Though slow dances 
are popular, so are the 
rock and roll classics 
with upbeat tempos. 

‘You wouldn’t think 
about older people 
requesting us to play, 
‘The Twist’ and ‘Johnny 
Be Good,’ but there are 
many fast songs like 
that which they like to 
dance to,” he said. “A 
few might have breath¬ 
ing problems and don’t 
go at it as hard as oth¬ 
ers, but every one of 
them has a good time, 
plus it’s good exercise.” 

Those performing pro¬ 
vide a variety of other 
genres including coun¬ 
try, blues, gospel and 
bluegrass. 

“I don’t think there’s 
any one type of music 
that’s most popular 
there,” said Riggs. 

“They enjoy it all.” 

History 

According to the 
Riggs, the gathering is 
an outgrowth of 
impromptu jam sessions 
on the front porch of a 
vacant house south of 
Linwood in the late 
1970s. In 1980, the 
group of musicians and 
singers assembled each 
Saturday night at 
Center’s Grocery in 
Linwood and formed the 
Linwood Opry. 

Playing instruments 
that ranged from elec¬ 
tric guitars to spoons, 
some of the early musi¬ 
cians included Allen 
Pottinger, Arnold 


McCubbins, Ned 
Bradshaw, Rupert and 
Laverne Carby, Steve 
and Slim Shelton, Jim 
and Becky Harkness, 
Wayne, Lillian, and 
Gary Reynolds, William 
and Daryl Pullin, 
Wilson Mabe, O.L. 


Thompson, Clarence 
Gardner, Donahue, 
Hulon, Curtis and Cecil 
Kidd, and Mike 
Branstetter. 

“People would sing 
and the rest would back 
them with their instru¬ 
ments,” said Riggs. 


“Later on, they began to 
form their own groups 
or bands and would 
take turns performing.” 

In 1982, the group 
moved into the former 
Senior Citizens Center 
on the square in 
Hodgenville where 


Lincoln National Bank’s 
operations center is 
located. 

“By this time the 
show had gotten pretty 
popular and several 
bands were coming to 
play,” said Riggs. 
“Dancing had also 


become a big part of the 
audience participation. 

Bobby Morrison was 
in charge of the building 
and collecting rent. 
Hulon Kidd served as 
emcee. Hattie Chaney 
operated a concession 
stand. 

Local groups, includ¬ 
ing The Lonesome 
Valley Boys (Wayne 
Reynolds, Karl 
Highbaugh, J.C. 
Ragland, Milton 
Emberton, and Gordon 
Poteet) and The Gold 
Rush Boys (Daryl and 
William Pullin) joined 
the Reynolds family, the 
Carbys, Hulon Kidd’s 
group and bands from 
Louisville, 
Elizabethtown, 
Munfordville, 

Leitchfield and Indiana. 

Other regulars 
included Bill Hatfield, 
Jim Miller, Jenny 
Gilpin, Mac McBain, 

Ray Hudgins, Wayne 
Mabe, Joe Larson, 

James Carroll, Billy 
Spears, David and 
Jonnie Jones, Billy 
Kerr, Max Highbaugh, 
Radford London, Mary 
Francis Poteet, Garnet 
Shuffett, Terry Strange, 
Jim Humphrey, Earl 
and Alta Florence and 
Sue Poteet. 

The program moved 
to its current location in 
November 1993 with 
Morrison in charge of 
the building. Shuffett 
later became the over¬ 
seer of the operation 
with his wife Audrey in 
charge of concessions. 

In 2001 Earl and Alta 
Florence took over the 
operation. 

Riggs counted more 
than 300 musicians and 
singers who have per¬ 
formed at the center. 

“There’s no charge for 
attending and we wel¬ 
come anyone interested 
in singing or playing 
music to come by 
Saturdays at 6:30 and 
sign in,” Riggs said. “It’s 
good, clean entertain¬ 
ment where a person 
can relax, perform or 
just talk to a friend.”

Man pleads guilty to unlawful transaction 

Jeffries maintains his innocence with Alford plea 


A Hodgenville man 
pleaded guilty to an 
amended charge last 
week in LaRue Circuit 
Court, yet continued to 
assert his innocence. 

James E. Jeffries, 68, 
of Hodgenville, was 
charged last year with 
sexual abuse of a 10- 
year-old child. 

Through a plea 
agreement, Jeffries 
pleaded guilty via an 
Alford plea to one count 
of third-degree unlaw¬ 
ful transaction with a 
minor, a class A misde¬ 
meanor. Through an 
Alford plea, he main¬ 
tains his innocence but 
agrees that the prose¬ 
cution could likely 
prove the charge. 

He was sentenced to 
12 months, conditional¬ 
ly discharged after two 
years. He agreed to 
have no contact with 
the alleged victim, 
abide by other court 
restrictions and forego 
any civil claims arising 
from the criminal case.

Bail was set at $20,000, 
plus conditions. 

McConnell faced a 
revocation hearing May 
3 in LaRue Circuit 
Court. The Court was 
checking the status of a 
flagrant nonsupport 
case in which 
McConnell was to be 
paying $50 per month.

More than 73 percent of the children/youth in 
care are white; 19.3 percent are black and 4.3 
percent are Hispanic. 

Of the children/youth in care, 50.7 percent are 
male; 49.3 percent are female. The average 
length of stay for children in care is 25.5 months. 

More than 32 percent of the children in care 
range in age from 12 to 18 and most just want a 
place where they belong, where they feel secure. 

Is foster parenting easy? No. 

Is it for everyone? No. 

Will you make a lot of money foster parenting? 
No. 

What you will get is the deep satisfaction of 
knowing you made a difference in a child’s life - 
whether the child is 5 or 15.

Homegrown strawberries offer 
a tasty treat in many varieties ifc 


This time of year we 
all soon have the oppor¬ 
tunity to enjoy locally 
grown strawberries. The 
Farmers Market is at 
the Extension Office 
parking area at 807 Old 
Elizabethtown Road 2- 
5:30 p.m.

Here’s information on 
how to make your own 
strawberry jam or you 
can follow the manufac¬ 
turer’s instructions on 
any type of pectin prod¬ 
uct such as Sure Jell. 

Uncooked 
Strawberry 
Freezer Jam 

1 3/4 cups crushed 
strawberries (about 1 
quart) 

4 cups sugar 

2 tablespoons lemon 
juice 

1 pouch liquid pectin 

Place strawberries in 
an extra large bowl. Add 
sugar, mix well and let 
stand for 10 minutes. 
Measure lemon juice 
into a small bowl, add 
liquid pectin and mix 




well. Stir into fruit and 
continue stirring for 3 
minutes. Pour jam into 
freezer containers or 
canning jars, leaving 
one-half inch headspace. 
Cover container. Let 
stand at room tempera¬ 
ture until set (up to 24 
hours). Freeze or 
refrigerate. 

Strawberry Jam 

Yield: about 8 pints 
with added pectin 
2 quarts 
strawberries 

1 package powdered 
pectin 

1/4 cup lemon juice 
7 cups sugar 
Wash strawberries; 
drain. Remove stems. 
Crush strawberries one 
layer at a time. 

Combine strawberries, 
powdered pectin and 


lemon juice in a large 
saucepot. Bring to a 
boil, stirring occasional¬ 
ly. Add sugar, stirring 
until dissolved. Return 
to a rolling boil. Boil 
hard one minute, stir¬ 
ring constantly. Remove 
from heat. Skim foam if 
necessary. Ladle hot 
jam into hot jars, leav¬ 
ing one-quarter inch 
headspace. Adjust two- 
piece caps. Process 10 
minutes in a boiling- 
water canner. This 
recipe is from Ball Blue 
Book of Preserving. 

Stop by or contact the 
Extension Office (358- 
3401) for free informa¬ 
tion on home canning or 
freezing of Kentucky 
produce. We will have a 
demonstration class on 
making jam with berries 
2-4 p.m. June 22. The 
class will show how to 
use the boiling water 
canning method.

f the 12 LaRue 
County Relay for 
Life teams, 
Buffalo Baptist and 
First Baptist 
Hodgenville are the two 
largest church teams in 
the area. They began 
their Relay fundraisers 
early in the Relay year 
and continue through 
this weekend. 

Buffalo Baptist’s 
team was organized in 
2004 by Faye Puyear 
and Diane Bault. It is 
currently headed by 
Carolyn Mather with 
assistance from Annetta 
Rafferty, LaDean Self 
and Peggy Hawkins. 
Since its beginning, the 
team has contributed 
more than $45,000 to 
LaRue County’s Relay 
for Life.

Mather said the num¬ 
ber one reason their 20- 
member team is so 
active is that their con¬ 
gregation has been hit 
particularly hard by 
cancer with many of 
their members suc¬ 
cumbing to the disease. 
Travis and Stephanie 
Ward joined the team to 
honor the memory of 
Travis’s father, Ronnie 
Ward, who died of col¬ 
orectal cancer, and to 
support Stephanie’s 
step-dad, Steve 
Hatcher. 

“Finding Steve’s can¬ 
cer hit us hard, but he 
has been cancer free for 
four years now,” said 
Stephanie. “We still 
have him and that’s all 
that matters.” 

Other team members 
are Tom and Donna 
Coffey. Tom, a bone 
marrow transplant 
recipient, returned to 
Vanderbilt this past 
week for his one-year 
checkup. 

“Though one strand of 
the DNA has not com¬ 
pletely converted to the 
donor DNA, his cancer 
is completely gone. He 
will soon receive a donor 


infusion from his DNA 
donor and hopefully it 
will be the boost he 
needs to compete the 
transplant,” according 
to wife Donna. 

First Baptist 
Hodgenville’s Living 
Strong Team returned 
to Relay this year after 
a one-year leave of 
absence. 

“Our goal has been to 
make up for not having 
a team last year and 
we’ve been pretty com¬ 
mitted,” said Kathy 
Ross, co-captain. “We 
started in November 


and have had great sup¬ 
port from our church 
and community.” 

Emma Cox, who has 
been on the team for 
some time, called the 
team “awesome.” 

“Everyone comes 
together and works. We 
share our ideas and 
then put them into 
action. We are a fun 
team.” 

“Our largest fundrais¬ 
er was our live auction 
and chicken dinner. We 
worked hard, but every¬ 
one had a great time,” 
said Katie McDowell,

co-captain. She added, 
“Over the last few 
years, it seems our 
church family has really 
been struck by cancer. 
Supporting and walking 
Relay is one way we can 
help.” 

Another member, 
Kathy Vaughn, Relays 
to honor her mother, 
Evelyn Catlett, and in 
memory of her son, 
Taylor, who died of lym¬ 
phoma at age eight. 

“Another reason is 
that I have been blessed

It was a wild first day 
of the 5th Region 
Tennis Tournament. 

Just ask Keiren 
Bowen. 

As the LaRue County 
junior singles player 
was driving from his 
home to the University 
Drive Park courts in 
Elizabethtown around 9 
a.m. Saturday, a wild 
turkey came out of 
nowhere and crashed 
through his truck’s 
windshield and into the 
back seat - an hour 
before his first-round 
match. 

Glass went into his 
eyes, his neck and his 
left arm. Unable to see, 
Bowen somehow man¬ 
aged to drive his car 
safely off the road near 
Country Lane in 
Hodgenville, dial his 
mom’s number and call 
his parents to pick him 
up. 

“I didn’t even see it. 

It came from the side. I 
was about to pass a car 
and it just hit my wind¬ 
shield. I had no idea 
what it was when I hit 
it. I thought it was the 
person that was passing 
me,” Bowen said. “I 
tried to turn off the road 
as fast as I could. I 
knew that part where I 
was driving had an 
incline at some point, so 


I judged where I would 
stop in the road and 
then turned off. ... I did¬ 
n’t know what it was 
until my parents told 
me. I couldn’t open my 
eyes the whole time.” 

Bowen’s day wasn’t 
over just yet. 

After his parents took 
him home, he washed 
his eyes and cleaned the 
glass out of them. He 
was able to open his 
right one. But his left 
eye still had one shard 
he couldn’t remove. 

That’s when co- 
Hawks coach Allison 
McDowell called and 
told Bowen his match 


against seventh-seed 
Elizabethtown sopho¬ 
more Hassan Haider 
could be delayed until 
11:15 a.m. If it was 
later, he couldn’t play. 

Bowen took the risk. 
He went with his mom 
to buy some sunglasses 
and played his match, 
falling 6-0, 6-3. It was a 
match of injured players 
- pitting Bowen with 
his messed up eye 
against Haider, who 
broke his right knuckle 
four weeks ago. 

“I didn’t want to let 
the team down or any¬ 
thing. I wanted to be 
able to play my last 


match of the year confi¬ 
dently,” Bowen said. 
“Even in that condition, 

I still wanted to finish 
out strong and try as 
hard as I could to do my 
best.” 

It was just as tough a 
challenge for Haider, 
who had to serve under¬ 
hand to reduce the pain 
in his wrist. Usually if 
you serve underhand to 
an opponent, it’s consid¬ 
ered a sign of bad 
sportsmanship. But 
Haider told Bowen 
about his situation and 
he understood. 

“I try to put a lot of 
spin on it, that way they 


can’t get anything off 
it,” Haider said. “Once I 
get to a higher level of 
play, I may have to 
switch it up, risk it all 
and hit overhand. It 
hurts pretty bad hitting 
overhand. If I can keep 
playing good, I’ll hit 
underhand.” 

LaRue County’s other 
singles entry, Nick 
Chantharasinh fell to 
Meade County’s Jared 
Raymer 6-0, 6-0.

Chemicals can affect water safety 


May is Kentucky 
Water Awareness 
Month. We can observe 
it by helping keep our 
groundwater safe from 
contaminants. 

Agricultural chemi¬ 
cals are an important 
part of farming, but, if 
misapplied, can lead to 
groundwater contamina¬ 
tion. As farmers plant 
and grow crops this 
year, they should take 
steps to reduce the 
chance of farm chemi¬ 
cals in groundwater: 

Read the manufactur¬ 
er’s label for each chem¬ 
ical and follow label 
directions for safe use 
and disposal. 

Mix and store chemi¬ 
cals at least 100 feet 
from wells, sinkholes or 



surface water sources 
such as ditches, ponds 
or streams. Some chemi¬ 
cals have maximum use 
rates, as well as very 
specific setbacks for use 
around well, sinkholes, 
streams, rivers and 
lakes. 

If a pesticide is 
spilled on a hard sur¬ 
face, don’t wash down 
the area because it 
might carry the materi¬ 
al to other water 
sources. Instead, sur¬ 
round the contaminated 
area with dirt or sprin¬ 


kle on an absorbent 
material such as saw¬ 
dust. Put the absorbent 
material in a strong 
plastic bag and dispose 
of it safely. 

Keep the filling hose 
above the tank water 
level at all times when 
filling the sprayer to 
prevent back-siphoning. 
Put a clamp on top of 
the tank to hold a hose 
if necessary. Be sure 
someone is attending 
the sprayer throughout 
the time it’s being filled. 

To prevent back- 
siphoning, install back- 
flow prevention or anti¬ 
siphon devices on the 
fill pipe between the 
water source and 
sprayer. 

Triple-rinse or pres¬ 


sure-rinse containers 
prior to disposal and 
empty rinse water into 
the spray tank. These 
containers can be 
returned at the LaRue 
County Pesticide 
Container Recycling 
date on Aug. 9 at 
Southern States. 

Store chemicals in a 
dry, well-ventilated, cool 
location, isolated if pos¬ 
sible. Keep chemicals in 
the original, labeled 
container that’s sealed 
tightly. 

Farmers should be 
certified by the 
Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture as 
Private Pesticide 
Applicators. Extension 
provides the training for 
the certification.

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Campbellsville University receives historic piano collection

Campbellsville 
University has received 
the Vogt-Farrar Piano 
Collection, which con¬ 
sists of four historic 
pianos showing the evo¬ 
lution of the American 
piano industry from 
before the Civil War to 
the early 20th Century. 

“This collection will 
give our students an 
opportunity to view and 
study stringed keyboard 
instruments built in the 
United States from the 
early 19th century to 
the early 20th,” accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Wesley 
Roberts, professor of 
piano. 

“It will be the only 
collection of its kind in 
Kentucky.” 

The pianos are a gift 
from Lloyd and Doris 
Farrar of Norris, Tenn. 
Lloyd Farrar taught 
musicology for many 
years at the University 
of Illinois, and Doris 
Farrar maintained a 
private piano studio. 

“Campbellsville 
University is very 
pleased to accept the 
gift of pianos from the 


Vogt-Farrar Collection,” 
Dr. Robert Gaddis, dean 
of the School of Music, 
said. 

“The pianos will 
clearly demonstrate the 
historical development 
of the concert pianos 
from the middle of the 
19th century through 
the 20th century. 


“Dr. Lloyd Farrar is 
diligently working to 
restore one of the older 
pianos back into playing 
condition, which will be 
of significant interest to 
piano students and 
teachers.” 

Gaddis said the 
School of Music will 
“eventually house all 


the pianos, three table 
models and one upright 
piano, in a secure place 
with other antique 
instruments in a muse¬ 
um like fashion. 

“We are honored to 
have these instruments 
in our collection.” 

The Farrar couple 
amassed a large collec¬ 
tion of musical instru¬ 
ments produced by 
European and 
American manufactur¬ 
ers, and saw the publi¬ 
cation of several early 
piano works, including 
Amy Beach’s Summer 
Dreams for piano duet. 

Three pianos are rec- 
tanglar grands (some¬ 
times called table 
grands). The oldest is a 
Knabe dating from 
1854. It is believed to be 
the oldest extant instru¬ 
ment bearing the name 
of William Knabe alone. 
Knabe was a famous 
piano builder in 
Baltimore during the 
19th Century. 

George Eggert and 
Charles Bobbeth, ca. 
1857-60 made the sec¬ 
ond rectangle grand in 


the collection. It is the 
only known surviving 
piano from the Eggert 
and Bobbeth partner¬ 
ship. A third rectangle 
grand is also a Knabe 
though of later vintage 
dating from ca. 1885. 
The collection is round¬ 
ed out by a 1927 
Steinway grand piano. 

Dr. Wesley Roberts, 
professor of music, gave 
a dedication concert on 
the newly-rebuilt 
Steinway in the collec¬ 
tion March 22. 

He played works by 
French composers with 
anniversary dates this 
year: Claude Debussy 
(150th anniverary of 
his birth), Jacques 
Ibert (50th anniversary 
of his death), and 
Olivier Messiaen (20th 
anniversary of his 
death). 

His wife, Sida 
Roberts, joined him for 
the last selection on the 
program, Amy Beach’s 
“Summer Dreams” for 
piano duet. 

The Farrars attend¬ 
ed the piano collection 
dedication.

Auction Needs! 
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Intercollegiate sports 
on horizon at ECTC 


By JEFF D’ALESSIO 

Landmark News Service 

For the first time since 
1981, intercollegiate ath¬ 
letics could be available 
to Elizabethtown 
Community and 
Technical College stu¬ 
dents — possibly as soon 
as this fall. 

A survey of students 
this year showed a bud¬ 
ding interest in the possi¬ 
bility of having sports 
teams. School officials 
had been curious about 
the possibility and sur¬ 
vey results confirmed 
interest. 

“It would give our stu¬ 
dents a chance to partici¬ 
pate,” said Dale Buckles, 
chief student affairs offi¬ 
cer. “It would give a lot of 
good student-athletes an 
opportunity to play. 
There’s a real positive 
mood about it.” 

Because sports pro¬ 
grams would receive no 
financial support from 
the school, funding pres¬ 
ents a hurdle in pursuing 
athletics at ECTC. 

ECTC spokeswoman 
Mary Jo King said while 
the school is behind 
adding a handful of ath¬ 
letic programs, financial 
backing would need to 
come from private 
sources. 

She said it is likely 
programs initially would 
be on the club sport level, 
which would allow flexi¬ 
bility in scheduling 
games with other 
Kentucky colleges and 
universities. 

“We want to make 
sure they are successful,” 
King said of the pro¬ 
grams. “And we hope 
they evolve into some¬ 
thing bigger and open up 
more avenues. We are 
excited about the possi¬ 
bilities for our students.” 

Sports expected to be 
offered would be men’s 
and women’s soccer, bas¬ 
ketball and baseball, and 
women’s volleyball. The 
previous school nick¬ 
name, when the school 
was called Elizabethtown 
Community College, was 
the Barons and Buckles 
said that could return or 
a vote of the student 
body could determine a 
new name. 

Not only did students 
respond to the survey 
about adding athletics, 
but Buckles, who coached 
the last athletic team at 
Elizabethtown 
Community College - 
men’s basketball - said 
80 area high school 
coaches were provided a 
survey. Thirty-eight 
replied. 

“I believe the school 
will generate a lot of 
interest from kids in 
Hardin and surrounding 
counties and be able to 
fill a roster with quality 
players,” Central Hardin 
High School baseball 
coach Todd Thompson 


said. “With the way the 
economy is and money 
being tighter for families, 
players will be able to 
stay at home, get a good 
education and play base¬ 
ball. ... I believe the deci¬ 
sion will be welcomed by 
many.” 

Buckles said competi¬ 
tion could begin as early 
as this fall. Early cost 
projections for starting a 
men’s and women’s soc¬ 
cer program, for 
instance, would be about 
$4,000 for uniforms, 
equipment, game officials 
and travel, he said. 

Coaching staffs would 
be comprised of volun¬ 
teers and Buckles said as 
word has spread about 
ECTC’s interest in 
resuming athletics, 
coaches have inquired 
about helping out. 

Another hurdle facing 
the school is a lack of on¬ 
site playing facilities. 
Buckles said ECTC 
would need to find exist¬ 
ing play spaces such as 
high school fields and 
gymnasiums. He said 
there have been discus¬ 
sions about facility use. 

Elizabethtown 
Independent Schools 
Superintendent Gary 
French knows firsthand 
the value of athletics at 
the college. 

“ECC provided me the 
opportunity to continue 
playing basketball with 
the luxury of staying 
home,” he said. “It was 
the springboard I needed 
to jumpstart my college 
experience. It also 
allowed me the opportu¬ 
nity to continue playing 
with many of my former 
teammates and other 
basketball players in 
Hardin and surrounding 
counties, while getting a 
quality education. 

“By participating in 
basketball at this level, it 
developed a stronger con¬ 
nection for me to ECC 
and this community,” he 
said. 

After time as a club 
sport, a move to the 
National Junior College 
Athletic Association 
would follow. No other 
community colleges in 
Kentucky offer athletics, 
Buckles said. 

He said if ECTC is an 
NJCAA member, games 
with schools from 
Tennessee and southern 
Indiana could be sched¬ 
uled among other oppo¬ 
nents. 

No financial aid specif¬ 
ically for student-athletes 
will be available immedi¬ 
ately, Buckles said. 

“We want to have good 
programs and programs 
that are done the right 
way,” he said. 

Buckles said the hope 
is to support programs 
through fundraising 
efforts and not require a 
participation fee to sup¬ 
plement each program.

Jobless rate falls in March 


Unemployment rates 
fell in 104 Kentucky 
counties between March 
2011 and March 2012, 
according to the 
Kentucky Office of 
Employment and 
Training, an agency of 
the Kentucky Education 
and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

In addition, 15 coun¬ 
ties had a higher unem¬ 
ployment in March 2012 
than in March 2011 
while the unemploy¬ 
ment rate in Clay 
County remained the 
same in March for both 
years. 

LaRue County’s 
unemployment rate 
dropped from 9.1 per¬ 
cent last March to 8.3 
percent. It dropped a 
full point from last 
month’s rate. 

Of a 6,910 workforce, 
6,339 people were 
employed. 

Woodford County 
recorded the lowest job¬ 
less rate in the 
Commonwealth at 6.2 
percent. It was followed 


by Oldham County, 6.7 
percent. 

Magoffin County 
recorded the state’s 
highest unemployment 
rate — 17.5 percent. 

Unemployment statis¬ 
tics are based on esti¬ 
mates and are compiled 
to measure trends 
rather than actually to 
count people working. 
Civilian labor force sta¬ 
tistics include nonmili¬ 
tary workers and unem¬ 
ployed Kentuckians who 
are actively seeking 
work. They do not 
include unemployed 
Kentuckians who have 
not looked for employ¬ 
ment within the past 
four weeks. The statis¬ 
tics in this news release 
are not seasonally 
adjusted to allow for 
comparisons between 
United States, state and 
county figures.
